Center School Kindergarten Registration 

Registration for all children entering Kindergar- 
ten and new children entering Grade 1 in September of 
2002 will take place at Center School in Mattapoisett on 
Thursday February 7 from 3:30 to 6:30 pm and on Friday 
February 8 from 9:30 to 11:00 am in the cafeteria of Center 
School. Registration is for parents only. 

Any child born in the year 1997 is eligible for 
enrollment in Kindergarten. Any child born in the year 
1996 is eligible for enrollment in Grade 1. The age require- 
ment for Kindergarten entrance, set by School Committee 
policy, is that each child must be five years old by Decem- 
ber 31 of the year in which the child is enrolled in the 



school. Parents should bring a birth certificate or a 
notarized memorandum of birth with them on registra- 
tion day. A doctor's memorandum showing the following 
immunizations and a lead screening blood test is required 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health for 
school entrance: 

• DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday; 

• Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four doses unless the 
third dose is given after the fourth birthday; 

• Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose 
given on or after the first birthday; and a second dose 
must be given prior to entering Kindergarten; 

• Hepatitis B - a series of three doses; 

• Hib - a series of three doses; 

• Varicella Vaccine - one dose, or physician- 
certified reliable history of chicken pox disease; and 

• Lead Screening.

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and / or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official 
stating the reasons for the exemption should be presented 
at the time of registration. A physical examination is 
required for entrance to school and must be completed by 
December 31, 2002. 

In addition, the school requests that if you have 
an outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, you must furnish a copy to the 
school at registration time. This is necessary in order to 
assist them in the release of educational records and 
information, as well as the dismissal of children to the 
appropriate parent/ adult.

Study Path Committee, other members of the committee, 
and Police Chief Mary Lyons to respond to issues and 
concerns raised by resident Ron Maclnnes at the Decem- 
ber 17 Selectmen's meeting over the proposed 
Mattapoisett Bike Path. Chairman Lambalot noted this 
wasn't a formal hearing, just a meeting to address some of 
the issues raised on December 17. 

Mr. Kelleher first introduced fellow committee 
member Bob Bancroft, who presented a brief history of 
the Bike Path Study Committee which was formed in 1996 
and the proposed project. Mr. Bancroft then went on to 
correct and challenge some of the allegations made by Mr. 
Maclnnes. 

"Mr. Maclnnes said at the December 17 meeting 
that Mr. Kelleher was appointed as the Chairman of this 
committee," Mr. Bancroft said. "Mr. Kelleher was ap- 
pointed as a member ... and we voted at our first meeting 
to elect Mr. Kelleher (as chairman). Chairman Kelleher is a 
professional architect. He has designed state parks for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He understands 
bidding, state politics, financing ... and how to bring this 
project to completion. He has dedicated his services to the 
Town of Mattapoisett at no charge." 

Mr. Bancroft also bristled at Mr. Maclnnes' 
labeling of Mr. Kelleher as "deceptive" and "a liar" in 
reporting on the project. 

"These remarks ... were the most vicious that I've 
seen waged against a volunteer (committee)," Mr. 
Bancroft said. "Look around this town and see how many 
people donate their time and talents. I ask you, Mr. 
Chairman, to use your gavel at these meetings to prevent 
these type of vicious attacks." 

Mr. Kelleher next took the opportunity to address 
specific allegations made by Mr. Maclnnes on December 
17. 

"These are all matters which I view in a com- 
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pletely different light than what was portrayed by Mr. 
Maclnnes," Mr. Kelleher said. "We have been fortunate to 
date to receive three grants ... (and) commitments for over 
$1 million thus far for this project. All these money 
matters will be reviewed with the Selectmen and (design 
firm VHB Associates) as soon as VHB has all those 
numbers compiled." 

Mr. Kelleher said one of Mr. Maclnnes' central 
concerns was the land takings by eminent domain to the 
railroard right-of-way. "I spoke with Town Counsel Dan 
Perry relative to this issue," Mr. Kelleher said. "He said: 
Tn my opinion, that vote was legal and proper ... There is 
no legal requirement for notification to potentially af- 
fected land owners prior to a Town Meeting vote autho- 
rizing acquisition of property of eminent domain."' 

Mr. Kelleher noted that there are 20 parcels to be 
taken by eminent domain. The appraised value of this 
estimated 3.8 acres of land is $38,465. All 20 deeds in these 
takings will note the ownership of the property to the 
edge of the so-called Railroad right-of-way. 

"This is not a zoning issue, it's a right-of-way 
issue," Mr. Kelleher said. "There are state statutes that 
must be upheld. The only thing that is required (in) a 
right-of-way taking is a town article and 2/3 vote at Town 
Meeting. We contacted the 20 abutters. Mr. Maclnnes was 
my contact ... I delivered a handwritten message to him 
and his wife. It was delivered to his maid ... before Town 
Meeting. He stated I lied, that I cheated, and that I was 
deceptive relative to this. It is bunk. Downright bunk!' 
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Mr. Kelleher then introduced Police Chief Mary 
Lyons to address the public safety matters raised by Mr. 
Maclnnes. Chief Lyons agreed that with more people 
using the facility it would increase calls for service and 
open it up to the potential for more crime. But after 
conducting an informal survey of area towns with bike 
paths currently in operation — including Fairhaven, 
Bourne and Andover — there wasn't a marked jump in 
crime due to the existence of a bike path. 

"I think that this (bike path) is going to be one of 
the gems of the whole east coast of New England," Mr. 
Kelleher continued. "Mr. Maclnnes keeps calling our 
group 'Bike Path At All Cost.' The plan we are looking at 
is the plan passed by Town Meeting in 1998. In the town's 
Master Plan ... the number one objective was 'provide 
walking and bike areas and complete construction of a 
multi-use path.' The number two objective was to im- 
prove access to beach areas. This project fulfills both 
objectives. It's part of our Master Plan and SRPEDD's 
Master Plan for the region — to build a bike path from 
Fairhaven through Marion." 
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Lastly, Mr. Kelleher addressed Mr. Maclnnes' 
contention that the bike path will adversely affect adjacent 
property values. Among the local people Mr. Kelleher 
consulted was Fairhaven banker and real estate business- 
man Dan Mello. 

"(Mr. Mello) lives a block from the Fairhaven Bike 
Path," Mr. Kelleher said. "He said there is no change in 
property values and he and his neighbors all ride the bike 
path in Fairhaven. He feels it has been a major plus for the 
town." 

After consulting other towns with existing bike 
paths, Mr. Kelleher found that real estate values did not 
change and, in some cases, the existence of a bike path 
actually increased property values by "8 to 10 percent." 

Although the board seemed supportive of the 
bike path project, Selectman Denham was concerned that 
unless the committee had solid numbers to present on 
Town Meeting floor, the project would be a difficult sell to 
Mattapoisett voters. 

"What are the costs going to be?" he asked. "Can 
we go to the voters and say it's going to cost this much 
money to acquire the land? I don't want to see us go for 
one appropriation ... and then the next year go for another 
appropriation, and it becomes a bottomless money pit." 

"I think we're all in agreement that if we don't 
have firm numbers at Town Meeting, it's not going to 
pass," Chairman Lambalot said. 

In rebuttal, Mr. Maclnnes presented a petition to 
the board to place an article on the Town Meeting warrant 
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to have the previous vote approving the bike path project 
rescinded. Ms. Adams said she would submit the petition 
to the Town Clerk's office for certification. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:24 pm. 

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

January 29, 2002

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday January 29 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Benjamin Bryant. Also present were 
Selectman Albert Winters, Town Administrator Julia 
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Enroth-Whitlock, and Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board first nominated and then unanimously 
voted to appoint Susan (King) Connor to be Inspector of 
Animals for the Town of Marion as per a request from the 
Massachusetts Department of Food and Agriculture, and 
also unanimously approved the minutes of the January 15 
meeting. 

After signing the various treasury and payroll 
warrants for the week, the board reviewed the following 
incoming correspondence: 

• Letter from Susanne Weber regarding a half- 
demolished house on Kabeyun Road. Ms. Weber consid- 
ers the house a safety issue which needs to be addressed. 
The board noted this matter has been forwarded to both 
the Board of Health and the Building Commissioner for 
appropriate action. 

• Letter from Attorney Richard Schaefer advising 
that Eagle Holt Company, Inc. intends to sell Lots 32A and 
32B to the Sippican Lands Trust for a combined consider- 
ation of $640,000. Likewise, Mr. Schaefer sent a letter 
advising that Tweedy and Barnes Company intends to 
convey a Conservation Restriction for Lot 16 on Assessors 
Map 9 to the Sippican Lands Trust for consideration of 
$525,000. Chairman Bryant was pleased to hear of both 
transactions. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock first asked the board to confirm a vote 
taken at the Wastewater Planning Committee meeting to 
allow the so-called "Berry Patch" neighborhood to tie into 
the town sewer system. 

"Three areas have been under consideration (to 
connect to the sewer line) — Dexter Beach, the Berry 
(roads) area, and Converse Road," Selectman Winters 
said. "Based upon the advice of our engineers to the 
Wastewater Planning Committee, it was determined that 
the soil conditions and suitability of two areas (Berry and 
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Dexter Beach) were not sufficient to meet the needs (for a 
satellite sewer system) .. and the Converse Road area has 
still not been determined to have sufficient area. There- 
fore, the Wastewater Planning Committee suggested we 
designate the Berry area and Dexter Beach be (allowed) to 
tie into the sewer system. It still takes a vote of the people 
in each of the areas. (But) we have said that vote process 
can go ahead ... and we'll announce how to handle that 
soon along with neighborhood meetings so people will 
know." 

"It was a positive step to focus our resources on 
delivering a solution in time for Town Meeting in April," 
Chairman Bryant said. "There are policy implications 
which are still being worked out ... (and) details which 
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need to be finalized before Town Meeting vote, including 
the costs." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
confirm the vote taken at the Wastewater Planning 
Committee meeting to allow the Berry roads and Dexter 
Beach neighborhoods to connect to the town sewer 
system. 

In a related matter, Ms. Enroth- Whitlock asked 
the board if they wished to vote to extend the current 
sewer moratorium now in force. "You might want to 
make some change in it, based on the fact that you just 
voted to allow those two areas to apply for sewer (exten- 
sions)," she said. 

"(The moratorium) has allowed the town to put 
plans in place to improve and upgrade the sewer system 
that we have now," Selectman Winters said. "But the 
requirement is that we make progress in improving that 
system — (which) we have done. This has given us what 
you call breathing room ... and has really helped us in 
dealing with the problem. I think the town has shown 
good faith in attempting to deal with the problem. I 
would suggest that the sewer moratorium be extended an 
additional year until January 2003, exempting those areas 
which have been previously approved." 

Selectman Winters' motion was carried via 
unanimous vote of the board. 

In other matters, the board discussed: 

• The policy regarding Emergency Personnel who 
hold more than one position in town. It has been the 
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policy of Marion to allow emergency personnel employ- 
ees to leave their "normal" positions to respond to 
emergency calls. Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said she was 
informed by DPW Superintendent Rob Zora that there are 
full-time DPW employees who also get paid when they 
respond to emergency calls. 

"In other communities, they keep track of their 
time and then make up the time for their full-time posi- 
tion," Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said. "If (they're on) salary 
they have an option. The issue is being paid for two 
things at one time when you're only doing one (job)." The 
board agreed to take the matter under advisement. 

• Two Zoning By-Law proposals submitted by 
the Planning Board for the upcoming Annual Town 
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Meeting warrant. One is a change in the principle use 
table and the other is a new assisted living by-law. The 
board agreed to refer both to the Planning Board to 
arrange the appropriate Public Hearings. 

• The town's Fiscal Year 2003 budget status and 
financial projections. Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said they have 
begun the process of reviewing the fiscal budgets with the 
Finance Committee (FinCom), and "like a number of 
other municipalities, we're facing tough times," she said. 
"At this point, we already have a deficit of about $100,000. 
Obviously, we're working with a lot of estimates at this 
point. We are looking at budgets to see if there are places 
where they can be reduced. This is not even taking any 
special article requests into consideration. I want you all 
to be aware that this is going to be a tough year. A lot of 
work has to be done between now and Town Meeting to 
keep us within (the limits) of Proposition 2 1/ 2." 

"This is a first for us," FinCom Chairman Lee 
Hayes agreed. "We have always kept the headroom under 
the (Proposition) 2 1/2 cap high enough so we can do 
what we need to do without passing overrides. For the 
first time in the history of this town, we are facing Propo- 
sition 2 1/2 overrides just to meet our (operating) obliga- 
tions." 

• Setting the deadline for Annual Town Meeting 
warrant articles as February 28 as per a recommendation 
from Ms. Enroth- Whitlock. "Hopefully all the articles 
submitted in-house have already been dealt with as part 
of the Capital Planning process," she said. 

• Notice from the Massachusetts ReLeaf Tree 
Planting Program that the Town of Marion has received a 
grant to plant some 250 saplings along Point Road. 

• A Marine Resources Commission (MRC) 
vacancy in the wake of James Feeney's recent resignation. 
The board agreed to solicit applications from those 
interested in filling the vacancy, but Ms. Enroth- Whitlock 
also noted the MRC expressed interest in reducing their 
number from nine to seven. Selectman Winters suggested 
they submit a proposal to that effect. 

• Establishing set Building Commissioner and 
Building Inspector hours for the Marion Town House. 
"We met with Ray Pickles this week to discuss the hours 
he's available," Chairman Bryant said. "Right now, we've 
set Monday, Wednesday and Friday, from 9:00 to 10:00 am 
... and at other times (people can) leave a message with 
the secretary and it will be forwarded." 

The tentative hours for the Building Inspector 
were suggested as Tuesday and Thursday, from 9:00 to 
10:00 am. But those times were yet to be confirmed. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to go into Executive 
Session at 8:05 pm to consider a Collective Bargaining 
issue. The board's next regular meeting will be held on 
Tuesday, February 5 at 7:00 pm.

citizen who is greatly concerned about the impact the new 
cell tower will have on the surrounding historical land- 
scape. The board supported her intention to make a 
presentation to the Historical Commission regarding the 
aesthetics of the cell tower.

with medical equipment as well as equipment to perform water 
rescues. We have been responding to emergency calls right along 
and will continue to. 

The Harbormasters respond not only to calls for 
distress or for overdue boaters. For example, we have respond to 
boaters in need of medical attention, or boaters experiencing a 
heart attack, to the other extreme, we have responded to a 
catastrophic airplane crash. 

It is easy for a person who comes down to the wharf on 
a lovely summer Sunday, when the harbor is calm and pristine, 
to vote NO to a new and safer boat. That same person, most 
likely, is at home, dry and warm on the very foggy and often 
rough, stormy day when the Harbormasters are called in to 
respond to a boat in trouble. It is on that type of day that one 
realizes that the personal safety of the Harbormasters and the 
safety of those in need of rescue are well worth the price of a 
new boat. 

The Harbormasters work in conjunction with several 
town departments as well as with state and federal agencies. 
Rarely does the Harbormaster's boat, in an emergency situation, 
leave the wharf without at least one police officer on board. 
Police EMTs and paramedics are always transported to the 
medical emergency on the water by the Harbormaster boat. 
They need a covered area large enough to work on a patient. The 
current boat does not provide that. The proposed new boat 
would. 

As for the training and qualifications, keep in mind that 
the Harbormaster's Department is a part-time department. It is 
comprised of seven town residents; two are police officers and 
EMTs. All are CPR certified. One is a retired Coast Guard 
commander; another has Navy experience, including underwa- 
ter rescue training and marine police training. We have all spent 
countless hours on the water in various capacities. Additionally, 
we all attend related Harbormaster and water rescue training. 

We patrol, protect, and try to preserve the shoreline of 
Mattapoisett, for you the residents of this town. We rescue, 
resuscitate and aid the boating public. Most of all, we are 
dedicated and care about what we do for you and for the town. 
A new boat is a necessity. The committee researched and 
developed a plan that takes the future safety needs of this 
community into account and proposed the boat that they felt 
would best meet those needs. 

Finally, if the boat is presented in a future Town 
Meeting, I hope that you will vote YES for the boat — it could 
very well be you or your loved one in need of help.

anticipated 4 percent increase in the annual budget as described 
by Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Richard Gamache. 
Not only is this 4 percent anticipated, but it has also been 
established as the goal for the town departments to meet. This is 
not belt tightening.

I was concerned that the ZBA should not close the 
hearing until it could be determined that issues under appeal 
did not ultimately come under the control of the ZBA. I wanted 
the hearings to be left open in the event that the DEP determines 
there are environmental, health, or safety issues that are impor- 
tant and areas that should be addressed, but they may not be 
within the DEP's authority; issues that should have come under 
the jurisdiction of the ZBA and included in the conditions of the 
comprehensive permit. 

Town Counsel (Daniel) Perry concluded that the appeal 
to the DEP regarding any conservation issues are not within the 
ZBA's jurisdiction and that the ZBA can only address "zoning, 
density and similar matters that come before it." I don't agree. 

It was my belief that the (Conservation Commission) is 
a local board and although the ZBA cannot waive any state 
regulation, if there is significant local health, safety, environmental, or

planning concerns, it can focus its attention on drafting conditions to 
address those concerns. If there are issues that the DEP cannot 
address and should be addressed by the ZBA, then how can we 
go back to the ZBA and require that these conditions be part of 
the comprehensive permit? There may be conservation issues 
that are also public safety issues, such as requiring the ponds 
(to) be fenced, the maintenance of the ponds, etc. 

What happens if the DEP determines that a perfor- 
mance bond, or any other conservation issue, should have been 
included as a condition of the comprehensive permit? 

I am not questioning the ability of any member of the 
ZBA, but I feel that the members of the ZBA and the residents of 
the Town of Mattapoisett were denied legal counsel specialized 
in protecting the town against developers of projects like The 
Regatta. 

Mr. Perry is not an expert in the Chapter 40B law, and 
he should have advised the town to hire an expert. Mr. Perry 
never questioned any of the legalities of the developer's 
application, nor did he attempt to find answers to the concerns 
of the residents with regard to the acquisition cost, the construc- 
tion type, the height restriction, etc. His main focus was to close 
the hearing as expeditiously as possible. He never questioned 
what were the rights of the developer and what were the rights 
of the town. It all boiled down to Mr. Perry's attitude that 
because The Regatta was a "40B"project, the developer can do 
what they want anyway. 

Why does the state have rules and regulations, and 
guidelines with regard to the Comprehensive Permit? It seems 
to me that our Town Counsel did not address the rights and 
concerns of the residents, nor did he investigate if any of the

The position of "Clerk" has a long history. In ancient 
times, clerks were "scribes" (derived from the Latin word 
"scribere" - to write) who were respected because of their 
ability to read and write. Their writings and copies of 
manuscripts became the actual historical records of the times; 
thus, the Scribe became the writer and keeper of records. 

Today, the responsibilities of the Municipal Clerk go far 
beyond that original interpretation. Although record keeping is 
still an important part of the job, specific duties and 
responsibilities of a Town Clerk will vary in each community.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in a 
rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play they lean over the edge too far or 
are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

TheMothmanProphecies. Starring Richard Gere and Laura 
Linney. Directed by Mark Pellington. Running time: 119 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Going into The Mothman Prophecies, I was in the mood for a 
solid, haunting, intelligent supernatural thriller. I'm still in the 
mood for one. The movie is based on a supposedly true-life case 
— a spectral creature dubbed the Mothman, who has bothered a 
lot of people, many in West Virginia, where this story unfolds. I'm 
reminded of Bill Hicks' observation that aliens and other uncanny 
events seem to visit only rural areas; Hicks concluded that aliens 
were probably intergalactic hillbillies, looking for a place to "kick 
back and whittle some." 

Or, in the case of the Mothman, to spook people with 
predictions of impending disaster. For his other trick, he appears 
to people and messes with their perception of time. This explains 
why Richard Gere, as Washington Post reporter John Klein, makes 
a car trip from D .C . to West Virginia in just under two hours when 
it should take six, though it doesn't explain why the movie ends 
in just under two hours when it feels like six. Klein's wife (Debra 
Messing) fell prey to the Mothman in an apparent encounter with 
him/ it two years prior; this is happy news for Gere, who gets to 
indulge the fantasy that he can express emotion onscreen. Klein's 
car breaks down, and he finds himself on the doorstep of a gun- 
toting Will Patton, who freaks out because he thinks Klein has 
visited his home on the previous two nights. Is it the Mothman, 
or just a case of an overworked West Virginian falling asleep in 
front of a Richard Gere marathon on Cinemax? 

Sanity prevails in the person of Laura Linney, who plays a 
cop and gets to wear one of those Marge Gunderson winter hats 
with the badge on the front. Linney is sufficient reason to sit 
through anything, including this, and her concerned tenderness 
towards the rattled Klein reads as a superior actor's carrying Gere 
in their scenes together. Klein gets baffling late-night calls from 
the Mothman, who talks in one of those heavily sub-woofed 
spooky-guy voices (why don't supernatural forces ever sound 
like Fran Drescher?) and predicts things like plane crashes and 
earthquakes; he leaves it to the audience to predict everything 
else in the movie. 




Which we do. I'm more than a little mystified by the "Directed 
by Mark Pellington" credit on The Mothman Prophecies, since he 
gave us perhaps 1999's most underrated thriller, Arlington Road. 
This director, it may so happen, is only as good as the script he's 
shooting; on his previous outing he had a twisty, shapely little 
number by Ehren Kruger, but here he's stuck with a staggeringly 
uneventful plot by Richard Hatem (adapting a book by John A. 
Keel). Eventually, the movie irreversibly becomes the default 
second X-Files feature film, with Gere as the fervent believer 
Mulder and Linney as the skeptical Scully. Klein slouches around, 
talking to various people who have seen the Mothman; he stops 
short of the next logical step, conducting an extensive and fruitless 
search for someone who hasn't seen it. 

The last reel or so is an embarrassment — or entertainment 
at long last, depending how you look at it. Klein receives word 
that his dead wife will call him at noon the next day, so of course 
when he's waiting by the phone at 11:55, who should call but 
Laura Linney with an invitation to drop by for Christmas Eve. 
Given a choice between talking to a dead person and sipping egg 
nog with Laura Linney, I know which line I'd be in, but Klein gets 
all stressed out because he might miss his noon call — hasn't the 
manheard of Call Waiting? There follows an elaborate destruction 
number on a bridge, staged by Pellington (like everything else 
herein) in skittish fragments. What should be a tragic event, 
slowed down so that we feel the full horror of it, is shot and edited 
to make the most of the fake-looking collapsing bridge parts. The 
Mothman Prophecies is the most overdirected movie I've seen in a 
while; Pellington does everything stylish and clever — which is 
to say, pretentious — he never did in Arlington Road, perhaps 
because there he had a story he trusted. Let's hope the next one 
doesn't require him to work so hard, and so unsuccessfully, to 
rescue it.
